“On Friday and Saturday la(t; the fky was unufually ob- 
fcure, from a feeming thick ‘fog high up in’ the atmofphere. 
On Sunday the 16th, the fog feemed fomewhat thinner, and 
at intervals the fun'appeared of a fiery copper colour. About 
a quarter paft two o'clock, P. M. the air became very black, 
and five minutes afterwerds, totally dark. It was much dark- 
er than I have ever known it to be at midnight, fo much fo 
that people ran again{t one another inthe ftreets. In this in- 
terval, nothing could be more dreadful.
